EXPLOSION

Of the Union Oil Tanks Near Ports-

mouth.
A lare oil tank on the bank of

the river near Portsmouth belong-

ing to the Union Oil Co. exploded
with terrific force about 12 o'clock
last Saturday niuht. The force of
